US. NAVY IN THE WAR. 


Washington, Joly 18. 

The Senate Naval Committee's report on the controversies in 
1920 between Adrairal Sima and Secretary Daniols shows the most 
conflicting views as regatds the direction of the American Navy 
early inthe war. The report consists of twovolumes, one represent: 
ing the majority, or Republicas, members, the other the minority, or 
Democrats. The former severely censures Mr. Daniels, ex-President 
Wilson, arid Admiral Benson for alleged delays retarding the Allied 
victory, and asserts that the delaya were not due to naval unpre- 
patedness, but to the self-defensive, non-aggressive policy of the 
administration. he minority report declares that the uniform 
success of the American operations amply demonstrates the wisdom 
of the policies afopted. : . 


THE THRONE OF HOLLAND. 


. The Hague, July 18. 

A report has been presented to the Government in regard to the 
preliminary discussions of the committees of the Second Chamber 
eencerning revision of the Constitution. 

In regard to successiou to the Throne, the majority of the mem- 
bers expressed satisfac‘ion that the revision woald end the activities 
of many members of foreign dynasties, one of which might eventually 
be called to the Throne, while. on the other hand, many regretted 
that the revision did rot g> far enough and provided no opportunity 
of deciding that the present monarchical regime might be replaced 
by another whenever Queen Wilhetmina’s Jine failed. Many 
energetically opposed this suggestion. and warmly approved of the 


present form of the monarchy in Holland.

"Tt seems to me that it bas been 
a tremendous advance, and dur- 
ing the year wr ich we have been 
together, we have accomplished 
more than we did the whole 20 
years before.- 

“We are all of one mind, I 
think, about the Philippiae ques- 
tion, and we have been of that one 
mind, for 23 years. We realize, 
constant!y.—even at the time that 
Governor Taft announced the pel- 
icy of the Philippines tor the Fili- 
pinos—we have been of the opin- 
jon that the American govern- 
ment would stay in the Philippine 
Islands always, and that the 
sooner that policy was an- 
nounced. the bdetterit would be 
for the Filipino and the betrer it 
would be for the United States. 

“The great war has made a 
tremendaus charge in conditions 
of lite, conditiurs of business, and 
conditions Of diplomacy, and tha:

_“ When wecome in commercial 
contact with European countries, 
especially with the central 
powers, we are going to find com- 
petition very sharp. It is to be & 
keon struggle; success can ooly 
be attained by organized effort. 
Of contse the uncertainty of 
American tenure in the Philip 
pines is tending samewhat to hold 
back development. But it seems 
tome that you gentlemen, who 
have been here. all these years, 
who are the survivals of the moet 
fit, and who are still fit. know 
that with a strong policy we can 
meet competition, . _ 

“We have been preaching the 
building up of agriulture, ss, after 
all, it is the source of all wealth 
in the islands and the foundation 
upon which your business stands. 
Agriculture is takrering becanse 
of the insecurity of land title= 
and the slowness of the govern- 
ment jn quieting titles. Men do 
not like to go tu new land antil 
they are sure of getting title to it. 
This is ose thing that should 
claim your attention. The work 
of granting titles and surveying 
lands should be apeeded up. 

“We find the public schools in 
very good condition everywhere. 
with a great shortage in erery- 
thing’ pertaining to bospitals and 
and sanitary facilities. There i- 
& great opportunity here for the 
development of sanitary and 
health work all along the line. 
Especially there is a great need 
for trained nurses. Practically a 
third of all children born in the 
Philippines die in the first year. 
This is a tremendous economic 
loss and I think it offers a chance 
to keep driving for better sanita- 
tion and better bealth conditions 
in rural communities. 

“The feeling in the United 
States regarding the Philippines 
is one of very keen interest, and it 
isa very kindly feeling. Notbing 
could bea.finer than. the way. we 
bave been received in the islands 
I don’t know of any time in my 
life when I was received abroad 
with more real courtesy and 
kindness. First and Iast we have 
now visited more than 200 towns; 
there is cordiality and courtesy 
everywhere; and I think we have 
got to admit that it isratber hard 
for a people who are being in- 
vestigated to be always courteous 
and patient. Thus far we have 
had an extremely delightful time. 

“We are going next week to 
finish the inspection of the 
Visayas, and then we are going 
to Mindanao and Sulu. Then we 
must sit down. and digest all the 
material we have taken in—per- 
haps the bardest task, of all. 
When that is completed we will go 
home, by way of china and Japan. 

“T believe that out here in Ma- 
tile you ate going to be the 
center of one of the greatest trade 
areas in: the world. You are 
right on the edge of one of the 
greatest trade empires in the 
world,China. You peopla ought 
to gettog-therand make Manils 
a great distributing port.. Iam 
pretty sure the people at home

“Japan is spending nearly one- 
half of her national income for 
the army and thenavy. I have 
deen insistiog that Japan is not 
militaristic, but. this fact alone 
may lead one to the conclusion 
that wa are militaristic. Our 
relations with China and America 
are very unsatisfactory. I bave 
memorialised the Government oo 
the immedia-e necessity for with- 
drawing all the Japanese troops 
in Chinw for otherwise anti- 
Japanese sentiment in China will 
never subside. , 

“Economics played the pria- 
cipal part in the recent war. 
We most transfer a portion of 
the money earmarked for mili- 
tary acd naval expenses and use 
it for.tho building up and im- 
proving of the nation’s in- 
dustry.” . 

Tho conference also discussed 
tbe question of developing end 
improving Japan’s foreign trade. 

It was seggested that. in order 
to promote foreign trade, inform- 
ation relating to commerce should 
be collected as ‘extensively as 
possible from abroad so as to 
keep merchant and business men 
well informed of tha condition of 
markets in other lands; secondly, 
that financial facilities should be 
graated to traders and manufac- 
turers by ‘advancing them Iong- 
term loans at low interest rates ;

Freight to Europe Improves. « 

A decided improvement in the 
amount of freight offering on the 
outward berth at Hongkong and 
other Chinese and Japanese ports 
for Europe has deen noticed 
daring the last month, a pro- 
minent shipping man informed 
the Telegraph this morning. 
Whether this brighter atate of 
affairs will last for any length of 
time is a questionable point, but 
fair business in the coming 
months is generally expected. 

One factor that has done 
much to create bigger cargoes 
for the regularlines to the United 
Kingdom and the Continent 
is the shortage of tramp ton- 
nage. In normaltimes this class 
of bottom is a big compatitor with 
established lines and very often 
is able to undercut the Conference 
rates of freight. . Just now the 
tramp steamers are badly hit by 
the general scarcity of cargoes 
and the bigh overhead expenszs 
of operation and many of them 
have found it to be mora profit- 
able to tie up and await the com- 
tug of better times, 

In consequence of the removal 
of much of this vagrant tonnage 
the old lines are faring better now 
that a seasonal pick-up has set in. 
Matting, canes and groundouts 
are going..out of Hongkong ia 
larger quantities than a month or 
two back. The ginger rorement 
will begin in September, and this 
year it will be fairly considerable.

_ In an address given at tha con- 
vention of National Foreign 
Trade Council at Cleveland, 
Uv; Mr. James A. Farrell, 
chairman.ofthe council and pre- 
sident of the United States Steel 
Corporation, said the future of the 
American Merchant Marino is at 
stake and that the Government 
lost $800,000,000 by not selling its 
merchant fleet when the armistice 
waasigned. Hoa suggested an in- 
ternational conferenca of maritime 
nations ta stabilize the shipping 
situation and revision of Ameri- 
ean shipping laws... - 

“The futnre of our merchant 
marine development is at stake," 
he said, “and its present position 
is the outcome of haphazard 
efforts to deal with a problem the 
requirementsof which neceasitat-. 
ed from the beginning a settled 
policy and a well defined purpose, 
Ttis the duty of all Americans to 
prevent the elimination of ovr 
overseas fleet ‘from tke world's 
carrying trade, =: 

“The signing of the armistica 
found us with a fleet of 16,000,000 
deadweight tons, built and under 
contract, as the result of the 
dictates of military necessity. 
Efforts were madé “after the 
armistice to induce the Shipping 
Board to sel! a large portion of 
the fleet to foreigners. Opport- 
unity existed to dispose of a 
large portion of the fleet at prices 
fair relation at a 
moderately depreciated cost. 
Not taking advantage of this the 
Government missed its market 
and, it is estimated, lost a ubance 
tn realiza at least $800,000,000, 
baing the differance in the marker 
value of the. tonnaze of steel 
ships which could have been sold 
at that time and the appraised 
value to-day.

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EDUCATION IN THE COLONY. 


There are points beth fer congratulation and alse ve 
doubt. were one disposed tu tind fanlts, for eriticisin 
in the Report for [20 presented by the Elon. Mr. E. A. 
Irving. Direvtor.of Education. whose twentieth report this 
is, se that Mr. Irving has had charge of the Colony’s 
educational department throughout the current century. 
On the whole the good features predominate, aud the report 
suffices to show that much exrellent. work has heen accemp- 
lished in the face of a number of difficulties, prominent 
among which is the problem of an adequate. teaching staff. 

. Evidently the Guverninent is seekiny.io render the scholas- 
tic profession attractive. seeing that: the year’s outlay 
upon education. $444,000, exceeded that of the previous 
twelvemonths by no less than S1fniun, the increase being 
mainly due to higher rates of salary. .At the close of the 
year there,was a marked shortage in the British Staff, 
especially in regard tn woren teachers; and this was 
increased by the necessity of coming to the assistance of 
the University. In the circumstances the Department did 
its best with temporary women teachers. sume possessed of 
fairly yood qualifications, but the arrangement was 
necessarily more or less of a makeshift character. With 
the greater inducements that are betny offered it is 
reasonable to look for steady improvement in the stathng 
of the schools. “In. reyard to the teachiny staff of the 
Vernacular Schools the present position excites mixed 
feelings. ‘The standard reached by these schools has risen 
very rapidly in the past few years, and is now “about as 
‘hign as can be expected of the” general level of 
capacity displayed by. the  teachiny staff” On 
aceount of are und mental habit, besides the strata of at- 
tending classes ai some distance after the day's work, these 
- teachers have availed themselves ouly tv a Hmited extent of 
the evening classes for teachers. Et is therefore enconrag- 
ing to note that the department is alive to the need of 
training the next veneration, of teachers usa condition- 
precedent to any further marked advance. 

During the period covered by Mr. [rving’s regime the 
pupils receiving an English education have more than 
trebled. the total now bey nearly 10.00). while in the 
course of 1920 the pupils at the Vernacular schools in- 
creased by, 2.274. Altoyether the pupils at the Colony’s 


schools in the New Territories, aggregated (28.707. the ex- 
pansion being partly due to more vernacular schools in the 
New Territories coming under the Department's control, 
In point of proficiency the improvernent is attested by the 
fact that all pupils in the two senior classes of all schools 
are now compelled to take the Matriculation and Univer- 
sity Junior examinations,-and ‘it is creditable that the 
percentage of passes compares favourably wich that of the 
selected candidates from outside.schools. In explanation 
of the higher standard in -English reached by Chinese 
matriculation candidates from the Straits, it has tu he 
appreciated that native scholars here are expected tu attain 
proficiency in the vernacular besides their English studies. 
(It is a curious circumstance that in the Straits luts of 
’ Chinese cannot speak their mother tongue)... — 

- A feature of vernacular education has been the 
supersession, in large measure, of the Grant type of "school 
by the more.elastic Subsidy system. The. general results 
appear to be favourable, for while as late as 1914 only 24 
per cent. of the pupils reached standard III, the propor- 
tion last year. with a higher test, had nearly doubled. See- 

- ing that the average attendance at the day schools repre- 
sents nearly 90 per cent. of the total enrolment, the 
competition for seats, as the report observes, is ‘consider- 
able. .In regard to the British schools, it as satisfactory 
tc note theprogress in regard to ‘dental and 
optical treatment. The affairs of the University have 
engaged the attention of a Commission, and were the 
subjects of discussion earlier in the year. . Of the newly- 
instituted Board of Education it. is recorded that its 
sub-committees have rendered preat service to.tbe Depart- 
ment as the result of visits to the principal. sebools. 
Comparing 1921 with 1901 the Colony and Mr. Irving can

When His Excellency the 
Governor stated in a Legislative 
Council meeting some months 
ago that with tha return to the 
Colony of tha Hon. Mr. E. D.C. 
Wolfe (Captain Superintendent 
af Police) he was going tocall for 
a special report on the Hongkong 
Fire, Brigade we tittle expected 
there would be presented the 
exhaustive and admirable report 
whioh Mr, Wolfe has prepared 
and which was made public or 
Monday. Fora long while past 
thare have been strang criticisms 
foe the manner in which this 
Colony is equipped with fire ght- 
ing appliances and of the 
arrangemants for staffing. the 
Brigade —-criticiams in which this 
journal has joined, because we 
knew ther were justified. Mr. 
Wolfe, before he went Home on 
holiday, knew the popular feeling 
of dissatistaction and willingly 
gave up soma of his holiday time 
to callaborate with: London fire 
aficiale in order to ‘present to 
Hongkong a working scheme for 
something batter than we had. 
Becaure of that. sacrifice and 
beeanse of the valuable report he 
has drafed the Colony . owes 
its thanks to bim. The ditfi- 
cule question of porsonnel, toe 
separation of the Brigade from 
the Police force, the technicalities 
of equipmant and the important 
matter of suitable housing have. 
all beon thorouchly explored and 
recommended upon. Hongkong 
needs « Fire Brizade maoned 
distinctly and separately from the 
Police force and it is interesting 
to find that Mr. Wolfe has coa- 
Adence in Chinese firemen 
provided they are properly trained 
aod handled by whole time 
European instructors. He thinks 
we need more pumps, better fire 
escapes, searchlighbts, the regular 
assistance of the Dock Companies 
and the Naval authorities in 
connection with fires on the 
harbour and the Letter housing of 
the Brigade on the Hongking 
side. The latter provision has 
already been sanctioned but as 
the building of the naw Station 
will take something like. three 
years he recommends the tempar- 
ary housing, 6f the Brigade at 
Wanchai oa some reclaimed land. 
Viewed inthe light of expeaditure 
bis proposals) mean that the 
Colony will be” bound for the 
adcual spending of about $30,000 
more than ut present and in 
addition should spend $61,500 
next year in praviding special 
equipment. This might seem 
rather heavy, but in view of 
the «fact tha:  satisfaccrory 
and adequate fire-figbting appli- 
ances are essential in a 
congested city like this weean- 
not help thinking that is would

Guvernment puts the personnel 
and eyuipment of the Brigade on 
aa efficient tovting, then the 
Colony will reap the bened: not 
only of reduced charges by 
insurance companies but the 
public will have a feeling of 
security that has been absent for 
alongtime.

Interesting ting Budget. 


- Ib ia reported io to-day’ 3 Canton 
‘mes that the Canton Nanict 
pality has just drafted its bu.g-t 
torthe ensuing year. Although 
the new hinges shows a deficit of 

. some $900,000 the mu: ivipal 
attoials feel quite safe'to make it 
up by creating new sources of 
income. Owing to pressirg 
Hnasncial conditions the municipal 
audgetis made ona mosteconomic 
hasis, Amo the various dapart- 
ments of the Municipal Govern- 
ment, tha Department of 
Public Safety stands first in ex- 
penditure, a sum of $1,345,024 00. 
While che total amount of 
expenditure, for the whole 
Municipality is $2.884,240.70. In 
thia budget = reserve fund is 
provided for the purpose of 
raising the atandard of the police 
force. A latge aumber of police 
at ptesent are receiving only $83 
each per month, with which it is 
rather dificult for policemen to 
nieet the present high cost of 
‘imag. Ta order to better the 
police fusca of Canton, the first 

’ thing to be done is to raisa the 
pay of the men. This problem 
ane municipality is quite Aware 
a, bence certain amount of funds 
suwever small, is provided in the 
crew budget for tha purpose of 
making gradual promotion of the 
nolice. 

The total revenue is estimated 
t > be $1,969,997 and the expendi- 
tute $2,884,249. 

For a city of the size of Canton 
the above budge: for municipal 
purposes ts, says the journal, no 
‘ oubt inadequate. But uoder pre- 
rent conditions and at this degin- 
ring period of municipal govern- 
s1eat one must. contend with all 
circumstances, no hetter conld be 

coue. It must be borne in mind 
tiat in the item of education 
st is for the Canton City alone 
.a there is a separate Educa- 
tional Com nission taking charge 
of schools throughout the pro- 
vince. The Municipal Educa- 
tional Department bas mostly to 
fo only with primary “schools. 
“The sum for education ig rather 
small when compared with other 
trove advanced cities of this siza. 
Sut the new budget has some 
two handred thousand ‘dollars in- 
crease over the last budget. A 
special sum is provided in the new 
hudget for starting work of con- 
pulsory- education. According to 
scheme laid out by the Depart- 
ment of Education the city is 
divided into a number of achool 
wards, and a certain ward will be 
selected to begin thea work of 
eompulsory edacation. As for 
public works the new budget is 
provided: with funds for road 
repaiting and maintenance pur- 
ooses. -In- the case of opening 
new roads, the matter will hare 
to be'specially considered.

Reveaun Offivera 
made various lange saizarea o 
the Praga, and brought the smug- 
glers before the Afagistrate this 
morning to bé daalt witb. The Or. 
dinance provides for the infliction’ 
ofa tina len timaa the anount of 
duty payabla on such goods 


In the firat casa a Chinose 
againat whom the possession of 
$,000 cigarettes was proved in, 
puta plea of being only a cartier 
engaged by tho real offender. 
This man, the prisoner said, was 
watkiog shead of him, and bolied 
as scon as he saw trouble brew- 
ing. Asked why he did not 
point him out on being arrested. 
tha prisoner made a very uncon- 
vinciag statement, toa the effect 
that he Was too far aboad ta be 
pointed out. A fine of $90 was 
inflicted.

One of the cigarette smugglers 
was aman who claimed ibat the 
3,100 cigarettes discovered in his 
possession br the Revenue Officer 
were presented to him by a 
number of his friends on his 
departure from the Colony. “I 
wish I had generous friends like 
yours" remarked the Magistrate, 
“ Who may these generous friends 
be?" “They are persons.doieg 
business in the Central 
Marker” replied the de 
fendant, . not a wit abashed 
“And they presented me with 
these cigaretttes to smoke.” It 
would have taken months for 
him to get through the Io:, and 
the story was so. improbable that 
the Magistrate decided upon a 
conviction. The usual fine was 
imposed,
